Ar- 
riving lat(! in the sea;,on, tiie account 
says, Mr. Vv'ouds fuilei! to lay in a sup- 
ply of firewood for the small frame 
liouse he occupied near Winnipeg, and 
as he was about, to, st{t forth for a fresh 
supply, a terrilic blizzard .set in, whi6h 
forbade*' Hii^ .^atjtenipbing'j to leave 
the hoiile. So' feodii as the storm .'iome 
what abated, i\Ir. Woods set out with 
a view to obtaining a sui)ply of fut;! ; 
during his absence the thermometer 
fell to 47 degrees below zero, and on 
his return the next day a sight met 
his eyes which could not fail to make 
the stoutest heart weep. Cuddled to- 
gether in the bed la)' his wife and 
three children ; the two eldest children, 
line little girls aged about six and 
eight respectively, wen; found frozen 
and stiff in the arms of death ; the 
babe, a little over a year old, was on 
apcoffint'^rKeing^prossed close' to thii 
niotlier's breast, alive, but severely 
frost-bitteii; The woman herself was 
iliscovered with both legs frozen still' 
half way uj) to the knees, so much so 
that the doctors subsequently amputat- 
ed both legs below the knee. M r. 
Woods himself was badly frozen, but 
it is thought he will not lose any of 
his limbs- 5 '

Japan. 

The Jai)an Gazette says: So much 
has been written in Europe and the 
United States of the progress made by 
Ja|)an that many will hear •■*ith sur- 
prise that if Japan were to be attacked 
or even hehl responsiblevfpr hec ac- 
tions by any third-rate foreign Powerj 
she would be practically helpless. The 
navy contains two, or jierhaps four 
ships which may lie accounteil service- 
able against an enemy, but, in number, 
strength, equi[)ment and crews, bear 
no proportion whateyer to the - now 
formidable power of the Chinese^ fleet. 
Although it is to bo hoped the inten- 
tions of China towards Japan are not 
hostile, it must be remembered that 
the former country has never overlook- 
ed the humiliation to which she was 
virtually eompelled to submit in the 
matter of the Japanese expedition to 
Formosa, and still less has she forgot- 
ten the liigb-handed and, in Chinese 
opinion, insolently contemptuous an- 
nexation of the Loochoo islands, in ut- 
ter disregard of any real or imaginary 
claim China had to sovereignty ' over 
that valuele.ss dependency. Ciiina has 
to choose between submission to spolia- 
tion at the hands of evtny foreign state 
or to organize some method of assert 
iiig lier capacity to protect he own. 
Her first ellbrts will, in all probablity 
be directed against Japan. ;.■ V . ! 

The intention of the OovePnme'nt to 
increase the strength of the army and 
navy has assumed a ])ractical form, if 
on a small scale. It appears that the 
CoverniUiint has an attache of the Na- 
val Department in Uermany, who was 
sent specially to purchcise seven pieces 
of ordnance. . It is stated that a tele- 
gram was forwarded to the agent re- 
cently, ii.rttiuciing liiin to purchase 
nine other guns Iroiii Krupp on fJuv 
eniment accoui-,;. 1 1 seems that twelve 
battalions of 010 men each, are to,^ bo 
added. Including nuginentationa to 
cavalry, engineers, etc., the total addi- 
tion, it is said, /will rf-aeh 10,000 men.
